Coin 
husks

ufacture of a nu« btyle of hat which 
may become both 
fashionable

The material is cheap. In fact, it is 


usually wasted. 
Pioperly cured corn 
husks are tough and may be folded 
without cracking. Dampened, they can 
be made to assume any deslied shape. 


The process of walking corn husks

TOMATOES IN WINTER. 


Three Recipes for Palatable Dishes- 


Salad, Sauce and Fritters. 


Here are thiee recipes for the prep- 


aration of tomatoes: 


Tomato Molds for Salad, . 


Put a can of tomatoes on to stew 


with four whole cloves, a piece of bay 
leaf, a teaspoonful of salt, a few pep- 
per corns, a teaspoonful paprica anu a 
teaspoonful of sugar. 
bimmer for fif- 


ten minutes, then add a tablespoonful 
of gelatine dissolved in a cup of. water, 
When the gelatine is dissolved, strain 
the jelly into small bowls or molds 
and set away to harden. 
When ready 


to serve scoop out jelly in center of 
each mold, fill with chicken, oyster, 
lobster, shrimps, 
or 
a. 
vegetable; 


mayonnaise salad, turn out carefully on 
a lettuce leaf decorate with a star of 
mayonnaise and serve. 
The scooped- 


out jelly can be used for a soup or to 
decorate another salad. 


Tomato Sauce. 


Drain the juice from a dozen canned 


tomatoes and squeeze out the seeds. 
Put the tomatoes-m a sauce pan, seas- 
on to taste with salt and pepper, add 
a bunch of heibs and a .cup of water. 
Cover and let cook for three quarters

We have an annual county farmers' 


Institute and I see no reason why the 
common schools, so closely concerning 
the farm and dependent upon

same, should not enter to some degree 
In that occasion.

ing, the boys of this county can do 
more this coming year tn practical ag- 
riculture on the farm than can be done 
In twice the time 
spent In studying

WINTER WHEAT PROMISING 


Crop His Corns Through the Trying 


Winter Weather;ln Promising 


Condition. 


FIRST CLASS IN CENTRAL PART. 


Wllllain'8. Burns, section director o£ 


the weather bureau, in his report for 
crop conditions -for Illinois for the 
month of February, Issued yesterday, 
says: 
. 


"The temperature was 
above the 


seasonal average for the first half of 
the month. 
A period of cold weather 


of unusual severity prevailed from'.the 
16th to the 20th. 
A cold wave per- 


vaded the entire state. Preceding the 
cold weather a general snow storm 
occurred. 
The snowfall was of con- 


siderable depth, and it generally af- 
forded .ample protection to the wheat 
ami the rye crops.' In some localities, 
however, the snow was drifted, and 
exposed vegetation 
suffered 
injury 


from the cold. 
After the 20th there 


was a gradual Increment In mean tem- 
pcruture and moderate weather ob- 
tained until the end o£ the mouth. 


"The precipitation was deficient and 


vory unevenly divided. The heaviest 
fall occurred on 'the Sd and 4th. A 
general and opportune snowstorm be- 
gan on the night of the 14th. The fall 
WHS unusually heavy In the centra] 
district. 
< 


"The ground is reported to be frozen 


to a. depth of twelve inches or more 
In the northern district, an«l the fields 
have been well covered with snow. A 
limited acreage is sown in wheat. The 
crop is making a good showing. The 
condition of the rye crop is very fa- 
vorable. Clover meadows and pastures 
have wintered well and are in a thrifty 
state. A considerable amount of corn 
that was cut and shocked last fall is 
now soft and mouldy, and some losses 
will ensue. 
A lurge stock of corn and 


oats remains unmarketed on account of 
scarcity ot cars to move the crops. 
Some reports indicate injury to peach 
buds, while others report the fruit un- 
injured. The general condition 
of 


stock is good and feed seems to be 
plentiful. 


"The condition of wheat in the cen- 


tral district is very even. The crop is 
reported to be in a. very promising 
state. 
The fields were well covered 


with snow during the rigorous weather 
and no injury ensued. 
The rye crop 


is also In a very thrifty state. A con- 
sensus of all reports received 
indi- 
cates serious damage 
to peach buds, 


but other fruits appear to be unin- 
jured. 
Grasses and clover withstood 


the cold and generally show to good 
advantage. 
Ample feed remains on 


hand to carry stock through to grass. 
Stock Is In good condition, although 
some suffering from effects of cold Is 
reported. 
Cattle 
and 
hogs 
are 


scarce. 
Scattered cases of hog chol- 


era are reported. The roads are nearly 
Impassable, and the marketing of crops 
is difficult. Much corn 
remains on 


hand. 


"The report on the wheat crop in 


the southern district is not so satis- 
factory. The condition ranges from a 
critical stage to fine, A conservative 
estimate would place the crop In a fair 
condition. Some injury has been sus- 
tained from freezing and thawing, and 
from insufficient covering during- the 
cold wave. In some localities near the 
Wabash river, it is estimated that one- 
third of the crop on bottom lands Is 
covered by the overflow from the riv- 
er, and the effect on the crop, when the 
water subsides, can not now be de- 
termined. The rye crop is generally re- 
ported to be promising. The peach crop 
has .evidently suffered 
great 
Jnjury 


from the cold, but some correspondents 
indicate that the unfavorable reports 
are not yet fully confirmed.
